Shelly Bleiweiss is the son of Holocaust survivors Edward Blei-

weiss and Sophie Greenburg Bleiweiss of Poland, who met and 

fell in love during mass deportations. They survived independ-

ently and in the open using fake identities, and successfully 

reunited after the war. In 1946 they were married, and a month 

later emigrated to the U.S., raising their three sons in Houston, 

Texas. Mr. Bleiweiss reviews their Holocaust experiences as well 

as his life growing up as a child of survivors. 
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
